An  Act  respecting  The  Sarnia-Port  Huron  Vehicular  Tunnel 

Company. 

[Assented  to  5th  July,  1935.] 

WHEREAS  The  Sarnia-Port  Huron  Vehicular  Tunnel  Preamble. 
Company,  incorporated  by  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the 
statutes  of  1932-1933,  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  it 
may  be  enacted  as  hereinafter  set  forth  and  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows:- — 

1.  Section  nineteen  of  chapter  fifty-nine  of  the  statutes 
of  1932-1933  is  herebjr  repealed  and  the  following  is  sub- 
stituted therefor: — 

"19.  The  construction  of  the  said  subway  or  tunnel  Extension 
shall  be  commenced  within  one  year  after  the  Governor  of  time- 
in  Council  and  the  Executive  of  the  United  States  of 
America,   or  other  competent  authority  therein,  have 
approved  of  the  plans  thereof,  and  shall  be  completed 
within  three  years  after  such  commencement,  otherwise 
the  powers  granted  by  this  Act  shall  cease  and  be  null 
and  void  as  respects  so  much  of  the  undertaking  as  then 
remains  uncompleted:  Provided,  however,  that  if  such  Proviso, 
approval  is  not  obtained  within  five  years  after  the  passing 
of  this  Act,  the  powers  granted  for  the  construction  of 
the  said  subway  or  tunnel  shall  cease  and  be  null  and 
void.    Section  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  of  the  Railway  r.s.,  c.  no. 
Act  shall  not  apply  to  the  Company."

An  Act  respecting  The  Portage  la  Prairie  Mutual  Insurance 

Company. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1935.] 

WHEREAS  the  Portage  la  Prairie  Mutual  Insurance  Preamble. 
Company  has  by  its  petition  prayed  that  it  be  enacted 
as  hereinafter  set  forth,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the 
prayer  of  the  said  petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  Section  one  of  chapter  sixty-nine  of  the  statutes  of 
1930,  is  hereby  repealed  and  the  following  is  substituted 
therefor : — 

"1.  Edwin  Herbert  Muir,  farmer,  Mathew  Gillis  Tids-  incorpor- 
bury,  farmer,  Peter  McArthur,  farmer,  James  McKenzie,  atlon* 
farmer,  Joseph  Trimble,  farmer,  Robert  McDermott,  farmer, 
all  of  the  rural  municipality  of  Portage  la  Prairie,  in 
the  province  of  Manitoba,  together  with  such  persons  as 
become  policyholders  in  the  Company,  on  the  mutual 
system,  are  incorporated  under  the  name  of  "The  Portage 
la  Prairie  Mutual  Insurance  Company,"  hereinafter  called  ^rate 
"the  Company." 

2.  Section  eight  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  substituted  therefor: — 

u8.  Any  policyholder  on  the  mutual  system  or  cash  Who  may  be 
system  who  holds  a  policy  or  policies  to  the  amount  of  at  Sector* 
least  one  thousand  dollars,  who  is  not  in  default  in  respect  of 
any  assessment  on  his  deposit  or  premium  note  and  who  has 
paid  in  cash  all  liabilities  incurred  by  him  to  the  Company 
shall  be  eligible  to  be  elected  as  a  director,  but  he  shall 
cease  to  be  such  director  if  the  amount  of  his  insurance  as 
aforesaid  becomes  reduced  below  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars." 
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3,  Section  nine  of  the  said  Act  is  repealed  and  the  fol- 
lowing is  substituted  therefor : — 

"9.  (1)  At  all  meetings  of  the  Company  each  policyholder 
on  the  mutual  system  who  is  not  in  default  in  respect  of  any 
assessment  on  his  premium  note  shall  have  one  vote  for  each 
one  thousand  dollars  of  insurance  provided  in  his  policy. 

(2)  Any  member  who  ceases  to  hold  a  valid  policy  on  the 
mutual  system  shall  thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member." 

Date  of  4.  This  Act  shall  come  into  force  on  a  date  to  be  specified 

into  force.  by  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  in  a  notice  in  the 
Canada  Gazette,  and  such  notice  shall  not  be  given  until 
this  Act  has  been  approved  by  a  resolution  adopted  by  at 
least  two-thirds  of  the  votes  of  the  members  of  the  Company 
present  or  represented  by  proxy  at  a  meeting  duly  called 
for  that  purpose,  nor  until  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance 
has  been  satisfied,  by  such  evidence  as  he  may  require,  that 
such  approval  has  been  given.

An  Act  respecting  The  Wapiti  Insurance  Company. 

[Assented  to  28th  June,  1935.] 

WHEREAS  The  Wapiti  Insurance  Company  has  by  its  Preamble, 
petition  prayed  that  an  Act  be  passed  extending  the 
time  during  which  the  Minister  of  Finance  may  grant  to 
the  said  Company  the  certificate  of  registry  to  carry  on 
business,  and  it  is  expedient  to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said 
petition:  Therefore  His  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Commons  of 
Canada,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  The  Canadian  and  Bri-  Qfx*[n"seion 
tish  Insurance  Companies  Act,  1932,  chapter  forty-six  of  °  ime* 
the  statutes  of  1932,  or  in  the  Act  incorporating  The 
Wapiti  Insurance  Company,  chapter  eighty-four  of  the 
statutes  of  1929,  or  in  the  Act  extending  the  time  during 
which  the  Minister  of  Finance  may  grant  to  the  said  Com- 
pany the  certificate  of  registry  to  carry  on  business,  chapter 
seventy-four  of  the  statutes  of  1931,  the  said  chapter 
eighty-four  of  the  statutes  of  1929  shall  be  deemed  not  to 

have  expired  and  ceased  to  be  in  force  after  the  thirtieth 
day  of  April,  1933,  but  to  have  continued  and  to  be  in  force 
for  all  purposes  thereof  whatsoever  until  the  first  day  of 
May,  1937,  and  the  Minister  of  Finance  may  at  any  time  not 
later  than  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  1937,  and  subject 
to  all  other  provisions  of  The  Canadian  and  British  Insur- 
ance Companies  Act,  1932,  grant  to  the  said  Company 
the  certificate  of  registry  to  carry  on  business. 

2.  If  the  Company  has  not  obtained  the  said  certificate  Limitation 
of  registry  before  the  first  day  of  May,  1937,  the  said 
chapter  eighty -four  of  the  statutes  of  1929  shall  then  expire 

and  cease  to  be  in  force  thereafter,  except  for  the  sole  pur- 
pose of  winding  up  the  Company's  business,  but  otherwise 
shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  for  all  purposes  thereof 
whatsoever.

WHEREAS  The  Community,  General  Hospital,  Alms  Freamble. 
House  and  Seminary  of  Learning  of  the  Sisters  of  Canada*  1849 
Charity  at  Ottawa,  has  by  its  petition  represented  that  it  c.  ios; ' 
was  duly  incorporated  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  eight,  clnld?  i86i 
of  the  statutes  of  the  late  Province  of  Canada,  1849,  as  c.  ii6;  ' 
amended  by  chapter  one  hundred  and  sixteen  of  the  statutes  clnlda!  1863, 
of  the  said  Province,  1861,  and  has  by  its  petition  prayed  c.  90. 
to  be  incorporated  by  the  Parliament  of  Canada  under 
the  name  "The  Community,  General  Hospital,  Alms  House 
and  Seminary  of  Learning  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity  at 
Ottawa,  Canada,"  and  for  the  purposes  and  objects  here-

An  Act  to  incorporate  La  Communaute  des  Reverendes 
Soeurs  de  la  Charite,  at  Bytown. 

(30th  May,  1849.) 

WHEREAS  an  Association  hath  existed  for  several  years  Preamble, 
at  Bytown,  in  Upper  Canada,  under  the  name  of 
La  Communaute  des  Reverendes  Soeurs  de  la  Charite, 
and  hath  established  an  Hospital  for  the  reception  and 
care  of  indigent  and  infirm  sick  persons  of  both  sexes, 
and  of  orphans  of  both  sexes,  to  whom  they  impart  a 
Christian  education  in  conformity  with  their  condition  in 
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life :  And  whereas  the  said  Ladies  have  by  their  petition 
prayed  that  the  said  Association  may  be  incorporated,  and 
in  consideration  of  the  great  benefits  which  must  arise 
from  the  said  Institution,  it  is  expedient  to  grant  their 
prayer:  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Queen's  Most  Excellent 
Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council  and  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Canada,  constituted  and  assembled  by  virtue 
of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  Parlia- 
ment of  the  United  Kingdom  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland, 
and  intituled:  An  Act  to  re-unite  the  Provinces  of  Upper 
and  Lower  Canada,  and  for  the  Government  of  Canada; 
and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same, 
That  Les  Reverendes  Soeurs  Elizabeth  Bruyere,  Eleonore 
Thibodeau,  Marie  Ursule  Cecile  Charlebois  dite  St.  Joseph, 
Helene  Antoinette  Howard  dite  Rodriguez,  Petronille 
Clement  dite  Xavier,  Marguerite  Rivais,  Marie  Anne 
Josephine  Jones  dite  St.  Pierre,  Martha  Hogan,  Adelaide 
Pageau  dite  Ste.  Croix,  Marie  Curran  dite  Youville,  Mary 
Phelan,  Eleonore  Lavoie,  Esther  Cadieux  dite  Normand, 
Rose  Leblanc  and  Leocadie  Dube,  and  such  other  persons 
as  shall,  under  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  become  Members 
of  the  said  Institution,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  a  Body  Politic  and  Corporate,  in  deed  and  in  name, 
by  the  name  of  La  Communaute  des  Reverendes  Soeurs 
de  la  Charite,  and  by  that  name  shall  have  perpetual 
succession  and  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  power  from 
time  to  time  to  alter,  renew  or  change  such  common  seal 
at  their  pleasure,  and  shall  by  the  same  name,  from  time 
to  time  and  at  all  times  hereafter,  be  able  and  capable  to 
purchase,  acquire,  hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  and  to  have, 
take  and  receive,  to  them  and  their  successors,  to  and  for 
the  uses  and  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation,  any  lands, 
tenements  and  hereditaments,  and  real  or  immoveable 
property  and  estate,  situate,  lying  and  being  within  this 
Province,  not  exceeding  in  yearly  value  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  pounds,  currency;  and  the  same  to  sell,  alienate 
and  dispose  of,  and  to  purchase  others  in  their  stead,  for 
the  same  purpose;  and  by  the  said  name  shall  and  may  be 
able  and  capable  in  law,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts 
of  Lav/  and  places  whatsoever,  in  as  large,  ample  and 
beneficial  a  manner  as  any  other  body  politic  or  corporate, 
or  as  any  persons  able  or  capable  in  law,  may  or  can  sue 
and  be  sued,  implead  and  impleaded,  answer  and  be 
answered  unto,  in  any  matter  whatsoever;  and  any  majority 
of  the  Members  of  the  Corporation  for  the  time  being 
shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  and  establish 
such  Rules,  Orders  and  Regulations,  not  being  contrary 
to  this  Act,  nor  to  the  laws  in  force  in  this  Province,  as 
shall  be  deemed  useful  or  necessary  for  the  interests  of 
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the  said  Corporation,  and  for  the  management  thereof, 
and  for  the  admission  of  Members  into  the  said  Cor- 
poration, and  from  time  to  time  to  alter,  repeal  and  change 
the  said  Rules,  Orders  and  Regulations,  or  any  of  them, 
or  those  of  the  said  Institution  in  force  at  the  time  of  General 
the  passing  of  this  Act;  and  shall  and  may  do,  execute  and  p°wers- 
perform  all  and  singular  other  the  matters  and  things 
relating  to  the  said  Corporation  and  the  management 
thereof,  or  which  shall  or  may  appertain  thereto;  subject, 
nevertheless,  to  the  Rules,  Regulations,  Stipulations  and 
Provisions  hereinafter  prescribed  and  established. 

2.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  enacted,  That  the  rents,  To  wh.it 
revenues,  issues  and  profits  of  all  property,  real  or  personal,  thePr0evenuely 
held  by  the  said  Corporation,  shall  be  appropriated  and  of  the 
applied  solely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  Members  of  the  ^aTbetlon 
Corporation,  the  construction  and  repair  of  the  buildings  applied, 
requisite  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  Corporation,  and  to
